Plums 

(Prunus  Species)

course  spraying,  too,  is  essential.

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THE  SATSUMA  ORANGE 


CITRUS  trees  in  general  are  evergreen  and 
grow  at  all  seasons  of  the  years.  The  Citrus 
trifoliata  is  deciduous,  and  becomes  dormant 
in  winter.  For  this  reason  the  Satsuma  and  various 
other  citrus  fruits  are  grafted  on  the  Citrus  tri¬ 
foliata  root,  which  causes  them  to  likewise  acquire 
a  dormant  period  during  the  winter  months  when 
they  are  far  more  resistant  to  cold. 


The  Satsuma,  aside  from  the  fact  that  it  is  easily 
grown  and  readily  marketed,  has  the  natural  ad¬ 
vantage  of  being  the  most  delicious  in  flavor,  at¬ 
tractive  in  appearance,  and  pleasant  to  peel  and 
eat  of  any  other  citrus  fruit.  It  is  of  the  “kid 
glove”  type  and  the  rind  removes  very  easily 
without  breaking  the  skin  of  the  segments,  which 
can  be  divided  and  eaten  from  the  hand  without 


Citrus  trees  should  be  low  branched.  Experience 
has  proved  that  orange  trees  branched  close  to  the 
ground  allows  you  to  bank  dirt  among  the  limbs 
during  Winter  months  and  to  shade  the  sun  from 
the  body  when  frost  is  in  it.  (Sun  splits  the  bark.) 

Our  low  branched  trees  are  sold  according  to 
“grade”,  “numbers,”  and  “Caliper  size  at  the 
bud”,  with  only  approximate  height. 

We  prune  our  bare-rooted  (N.B.)  Citrus  trees 
from  30  to  40  per  cent  of  the  growth  before  digging.
